ly  r  One  of  two  things  must  be  true  j 
either  they  are  afraid  that  their  people 
arc  knaves  and  fools,  and  will  believe 
Universalism,  or  they  are  suspicious 
that  their  creeds  will  not  stand  the  teat 
of  rigid  scrutiny.  Else  why  Jo  they 
refuse  to  lay  before  the  people  the  ar¬ 
guments  by  which  our  doctrines  are  de¬ 
fended.  This  they  will  not  do.  On 
the  contrary,  they  seldom,  if  ever,  men¬ 
tion  the  doctrine,  without  misrepre¬ 
senting  it.  Why  is  this  so  ?  If  our  doc- 
triiie  is  so  erroneous,  tell  the  truth, 
about  it  and  the  people  wilf  reject  it. 

To  conclude,  if  you  should  think,  this- 
epistle  and  the  enclosed,  will  subserve 
the  interests  of  the  cause  of  truth  and 
righteousness,  by  exposing  the  spirit  of 
those  who  ojipose  us,  you  will  insert 
them  in  your  useful  paper.  To  me  it  is 
an  unpleasant  task,  to  expose  the  fail¬ 
ings  of  those,  whom  1  believe  to  be- chil¬ 
dren  of  the  same  lieavenly  Father  with 
myself,  and  I  wish  to  treat  every  hon¬ 
esty  sincere  Christian  with  respect.

whereof  they  are  accused.’’ 

The  writer  of  the  article  in  question, 
says,  “he  has  no  objections  to  Univer- 
salists,  Deists  and  Atheists,  testifying 
in  courts  of  justice,  provided  a  suitable 
method  of  introducing  tlu!ir  testimony 
can  be  adopted.”  “lie  would  let  every 
man,  who  pa.sscs  among  his  neighbors 
as  a  man  of  truth,  tell  his  story,  and 
the  judge  value  it  at  what  it  is  worth.’’ 
**liut  administering  oaths  to  such  per¬ 
sons  IS  mere  mockery.” 

Friend  Iluflinan,  is  this  a  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  that  meek  and  humble  spirit  of 
charity,  which  the  Christian  religion  in¬ 
culcates  ?  Is  this  doing  to  others  as  you 
would  wish  them  to  do  by  you  ?  Is  it  in 
conformity  to  the  apostolic  injunction, 
“Let  each  esteem  others  better  than 
himself?”  How  is  it,  that  you  can  nev¬ 
er  mention  the  name  Univcrsalist,  but 
in  close  connexion  with  that  of  Deist 
and  .\theist  ?  You  know,  and  Mr.  Tra¬ 
cy,  the  editor  of  the  Vermont  Chronicle 
knows,  that  Universalists  have  no  com¬ 
munion  in  sentiment  with  either  Deists 
or  Atheists.  Why  then  do  you  persist 
in  making  this  uncharitable  association? 
Why  thus  endeavor  to  niake  your  read¬ 
ers  believe  that  Universalists,  Deists 
and  Atheists  are  all  of  one  class,  when 
you  must  know  better  ?  Universalists 
sir,  arc  believers  in  Jesus  Christ,  as  the 
“Saviour  of  the  world’’ — you  believe  he- 
is  the  Saviour  of  a  part,  and  a  Deist  of 
hone.  Who  then,  let  rtie  ask,  ami  press 
the  question,  who  is  nearest  Deism  ? 

But  the  most  singular  thing  in  the 
above  article,  is  the  method  by  which 
the  writer  attempts  to  show  that  admin¬ 
istering  oaths  to  Universalists,  is  “mere 
mockery.” 

He  says  the  words  ‘  ‘So  help  you  God,’’ 
are  a  literal  translation  of  the  Latin 
form,  “Sic  Dcus  Te  Juvat,”and  ate  in¬ 
tended  to  convey  the  same  meaning.”

Juvare,  seldom,  I  think  never  means  fo

Docs  he  not  believe  that  God  wilk 
indeed  promote  his  happiness  if  he, 
tells  the  truth  ?  The  writer  uniloubted- 1 
ly  means  happiness  in  anotlicr  world,  | 
contrasted  with  endless  misery  ;  for,  ! 
says  he,  “taking  an  oath  understanding-  j 
^ly,  is  inconsistent  with  Universalism  in, 
any  of  its  forms.”  “It  is  indeed  a  pub- :

i  L'nderstandingly,  i.  e.  the  witness  un-  [ 
,dcrstanding  that  he  calls  on  God  to! 
idamn  him  eternally,  if  he  does  nut  speak  ; 
the  truth.  I  think  1  have  not  mistaken  | 
his  meaning,  as  he  thinks  it  is  best  fur! 
jUniversalists,  who  wish  “to  testify j 
without  renouncing  their  belief,”  to 
adopt  some  form  “which  will  contain  a! 
promise  to  tell  the  truth,  and  yet  not  be' 
inconsistent  with  the  expectation  of  go- 1 
ing  to  heaven,  if  the  testimony  should  ; 
be  false,”  as  much  as  to  say,  the  pre-  j 
sent  formic  inconsistent  with  the  ex- 1 
[lectatiuii  of  going  to  heaven,  &c. 

Let  us  e.xamine  the  method  of  argu¬ 
ment  by  which  the  writer  made  the  won¬ 
derful  discovery,  that  the  words,  “So 
help  me  Gotl,”  are  big  witli  such  tre¬ 
mendous  prayers. 

Why  says  he,  “the  La/t«  verb  Jiicurc, 
seldom,  1  think  never  means  to  assist 
one  to  do  any  thing,  but  to  favor,  &c. 

Ergo.  When  a  witness  says,  “So 
help  me  God,”  he  calls  un  God  to  make 
iiim  eternally  happy  if  he  tells  the  truth, 
'and  miserable  if  not:  How  plain! — 
Again,  The  words,  “So  help  me  God,” 
when  used  by  a  witness,  mean  that  the 
witness  calls  on  God,  to  do  about  pro¬ 
moting  his  happiness,  as  he  dues  about 
speaking  the  truth.  Ergo.  Administer¬ 
ing  oaths  to  Univcrsalists,  is  “mere 
mockery.’’  “It  is  indeed  a  public  re¬ 
nunciation  of  that  doctrine.”  Mirabile 
dicta!!  What  wonderful  sagacity!! 
Such  is  our  author’s  logic. 

If  the  writer  will  consult  Ainsworth, 
he  will  find  that  “to  assist,”  is  the 
primitive  definition  of  “the  Latin  verb 
Juvare.'’

And  as  we 
were  then  about  to  unite  in  the  pleas¬ 
ant  exercise  of  singing,  I  suppose  the 
preaclier  asked  the  assistance  of  Gwl, 
which  alone  could  enable  us  tu  “sing 
with  the  spirit  and  the  understunOrng 
also.’’ 

Mr.  T.  You  are  entirely  mistaken. 
Tiie  word  lielp,  is  a  literal  translation 
of  the  Latin  verb  Juvare,  and  that  word 
“seldom,  I  think  never  means  to  assist 
one  to  do  any  thing,  but  tu  favor,  tu 
grant  proiperity,”  &c.  Therefore,

praying  in  this  manner  “understand- 
ingly,  is  inconsistent  with  Universalism 
in  any  of  its  forms.”

Now  as  Uiii- 
versalists  do  not  believe  in  endless 
misery,  such  a  prayer  from  one  of  them 
would  be  “mere  mockery.” 

Such  is  the  logic  adopted  by  Mr.  Tri- 
cy,  published  in  the  Vermont  Chronicle, 
and  copied  into  the  Christian  Register. 
Vtti  ily,  you  must  be  in  want  of  weapons 
with  which  to  combat  Universalism,  or 
you  would  never  use  such  as  these. 

To  conclude,  I  hope  sir,  you  will  Jo 
an  act  of  justice  to  a  large  denomina¬ 
tion  of  Christians,  whom  you  have  in¬ 
sulted,  by  inserting  the  above.

FV', 
The  ministers  who  took  the  most  ae- 
Ijtive  parts  in  bringing  about  the  revivals 
were  Reverends  Snyder,  Littlejohn 
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ami  Chapel.  Olh.ci'S  who  olliciatetl, 
were,  properly Rpeaking,  accidentals  : 
all  were  of  “one  mind  and  strength,” 
and  united  in  forwarding  the  cause. — 
A  Mr.  Merrick,  an  accidental  from 
Litchfield,  preached  one  evening  in  t!ie 
church — was  rapid  in  his  delivery, — 
very  dogmatical,  and  endeavored  to  be 
somewhat  philosophical. 

In  speaking  of  Christ’s  preaching  on 
fhe  mount,  he  said  “  his  pulpit  was  the 
rugged  rocksj  his  covering  the  vaulted 
heavens,  and  when  bespoke  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  he  opened  his  moulh  very  wide. — 
And  what  do  you  think  he  opened  his 
mouth /<«■?”  (after  a  pause)  “Why, 
to  breathe,  most  evidently;” — a  conclu¬ 
sion  but  little  anticipated  by  his  hearers- 
after  astrain  of  such  sublime  eloquence. 
He  declared  that  that  very  night  was 
the  on/y  acceptable  time  for  repentance, 
and  ^very  sinner  that  did  not  repent 
would  he  damned,— rthat  the  black  flag 
of  hell  was  then  waving  over  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Frankfort  and  had  been  for  some 
time.  |0““  You  arc  a  sinner — a  reb¬

Why  do  I  judge  that  the  orthodox  arc  aiming 
at  a  subversion  of  freedom,  or  in  otiier  woriis,  a 
union  of  cliiircli  and  stale  ?  lieraiisc  they  assert 
it?  No;  they  arc  entitled  to  still  less  belief  on 
that  account,  for  they  have,  ever  heretofore  talked 
one  way,  and  acted  the  other.  They  Jiavc  cried 
liberty,  non-proscription,  freedom  of^  action,  free- 1 
doin  of  intellect,  and  still  their  every  endeavor  has 
been  to  abridge  freedom  in  all  its  shapes.  There 
are  three  kinds  of  liberty — civil,  ])oliltraI,  and  so¬ 
cial  or  domestic.  The  last  mentioned  iiiav  be, 
and  is  as  important  toihe  independence,  well  be¬ 
ing,  and  intdlcctiial  happiness,  as  cither  of  the 
two  former  mentioned.  It  is  this — social  or  do- 
ineatic  freodoin — which  is  the  iimisI  virnlenllv  at¬ 
tacked  ;  and  when  they  have  obtained  the  victorv 


over  this,  then  they  will  drive  their’  whole  forces 
upon  political  freedom;  and  when  thcysliall  have 
obtained  a  victory  over  that  also,  then  they  will 
have  little  else  than  a  more  name  ofhbcrty  to  de¬ 
stroy.  They  have  already  formed  institutions 
and  societies,  to  ab.ddge  social  or  domestic  liberty, 
and  have,  in  a  great  measure,  obtained  the  desired 
I  result  in  many  places.  They  are  well  aware  that 
;  a  bundle  of  sticks  is  not  easily  broken,  but  when 
taken  singly,  tlic  united  Pmee  of  many  can  effeet 
I  w  hat  they  desire. 

I  Tliat  societies  of  such  a  nature  do  exist,  I  iina- 
;gi;ie  no  disinterested  individual  will  deny.  If 
'  there  arc  any  doubts  in  the  minds  of  any  as  to 
their  c.xistence,  I  would  refer  them  to  the  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of 
I  the  \  illagc  of  Utica,  afxnit  two  years  since,  where- 
'  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  AVisner,  of  Ithaca,  was  chief  spea¬ 
ker.  True,  they  were  unable  to  carry  their  poiat 
jin  a  full  meeting  of  the  village,  yet  they  were  so 
:  lieiit  upon  having  things  just  as  they  wished  them, 
Uliat  they  called  a  ferret  meeting,  and  at  this  they 
'  pa«.scd  such  resolutions  as  suited  tlieir  illiberal 
'  spirits.  It  is  only  one  iiisianee,  among  tlie  iniilti- 
,tu(lo  of  tlicir  maclunutions,  to  mauaelo,  domineer, 
and  rule  over  all  opposition,  at  all  hazards,  wheth- 
,  er  it  be  the  minority  or  majority.  The  sixth  arti- 
I  cle  of  the  constitution  was  to  this  cflect  or  import. 
“We  [the  orthodox]  will  not  support  or  assist  any 
I  person  or  jicrsons,  who  will  not  subscribe  and  fof- 
1  low  the  preceding  and  following  resolutions.” — 

I  What  tiiose  resolutions  were,  may  well  he  iina- 
j  gined,  by  conipadpg  them  with  the  illilierul  and 
!  pro.^criptive spirit  of  thconealready  mep'ioiiod  ;  a 
'  ibiintain  wliieh  could  produce  so  illiberal  a  pro- 
I  s(Ti|>tion  of  men  on  account  of  tlieir  creed,  could 
I  n  )l  well  produce  any  thing  veiv  good.  Govrl 
j  and  (  vil  How  nut  from  tiic  same  iiiimtaiii.  Till.'’ 
j  is  not  the  only  association  of  like  tendency;  but 
it  would  drive  mo  beyoiitl  my  limits  to  ilescribc 
them  all — nor  do  they  nei'd  to  be  formed  into  so¬ 
cieties  to  proseribe  and  domineer.  A  general  de¬ 
nial  of  favors — a  common  frown — an  implied  ex- 
communicaiioii,  and  many  indirect  inllueiices  do 
as  ( fli.ctually  perform  it  as  leg.il  power. 

Tin;  institution  of  so  many  societies  and  as^s  >- 
ciations  in  reference  to  matters  within  Ricir  range, 
or  esseuee,  lends  to  impair,  in  no  inconsideiablo" 
;  degree,  the  free  volition  and  clioice  with  regard 
to  tliose  matters.  'J'hese  coiilederacies  or  self- 
ereate.d  and  self-constituted  tribunals,  do  not  in 
deed  wield  the  sword — light  tlie  foggot,  or  lie  tlic 
rope — they  use  no  direct  force — iniliet  no  physical 
IKiin  ;  but  these  arc  not  the  only  means  of  coer¬ 
cion  and  Wranny — those canse.s  above  descrilied, 
viz;  deniulof  favor — common  frown — jX(;omiuu- 
l|  iiicaliou,  and  many  indirect  iulluonocs,  do  as  »  f- 
.feclually  destroy  Irce  volition  of  thought  and  free 
'I  profession  of  sciitiincnt,  as  an  iiiqiiisili  in  uinbr 
'  the  patronage  of  state,  and  supported  by  legal 
jl  power.  These  societies  give  a  ;>ower  to  those  uni- 
ijted  wliicli  they  never  could  possess  individually 
■' and  separately.  United  tliey  can  cry  down  or 
j  they  can  cry  up — employ  a  heavier  purse — rc- 
I  emit  a  multitude  of  partisans,  and  virtually  over- 
I  awe  and  coop  others,  though  they  may  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  c.vercisa  absolute  dictation.  Under  the 
wisest  theorv'  of  civil  and  ixihtiral  rights  vve  may 
(Ind  ourselves  insoiisilily  abridged  of  social  lilicr- 
ty,  degriidiugly  ensnare  in  the  closest  rnoshes  or 
mo.st  restricted  spell  of  injlttences  as  to  |>cr- 
sonal  freedom  of  sentiment  and  conduct.  'I’lic 
republican  American,  while  boasting  ef  eoiislitii- 
lioiial  and  legal  privileges,  may  filially  become 
subject  to  a  discipline  us  .severe,  almost,  a.s  that  of 
the  Papist, or  the  slavery  of  any  resident  in  a  coun¬ 
try  w  hen-  iiKjiiisition  and  censorship  compel  uni¬ 
versal  conforniity  to  doctrines  &  observances  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ambition,  fanaticism,  and  lust  of  gain 
or  rule.  Abridged  ot  social  freedom  and  libeitv, 
how  ean  wc  enjoy  political  and  civil  liberty  ?.!. 
That  societies  do  e.xist  whose  aim  is  to  efTccl  the 
above  described  re.sulta  no  one  can  deny.  In 
fact  It  is  openly  avowed  by  the  orthodox  that  tliey 


wisii  to  brow-beat  and  sliaino  all  infidels,  (and 
thev  include  Unitarians,  Univcrsalists,  Christians 
and  llicksitc  Quakers  in  the  charge,  as  well  as  Du- 
ists  and  Atheists,)  so  that  they  would  not  dam 
avow  their  sentiments.  Let  us  then  not  suffer 
these  nestlings  to  feather  their  nests  from  the 
eagle  of  oiir  liberties ;  for  though  they  pluck  but 
a  single  feather  at  first,  yet  by  a  continual  series 
of  geometrical  progression,  they  will  eventiiairy 
arrive  at  their  desideratum.  Let  ue  not  suffer 
them  to  commence,  and  we  need  not  fear.  It  it 
upon  these  facte,  not  suppositions,  that  I  found
